For Accelerator 
ls Awarded 


The U.S. Atomic Energy; 
Commission has approved a 
subcontract between Stanford 
University and Aetron-Blume- 
Atkinson for architect-engineer 
management services related to 
the construction of the Stan- 
ford Linear Accelerator. 

The work is estimated at} 
about $37,750,000. | 

Announcement of the action 
was made by Ellison C. Shute, 
manager of the Commission’s 
San Francisco Operators office. 

The contract calls for design 
and construction of conven- 
tional facilities for the acceler- 
ator, most of which will be car-| 
ried out under fixed price com- 
petitive bid subcontracts to be 
awarded by Aetron-Blume-At- | 
kinson, a joint venture of Ae- 
tron, a division of Aerojet-Gen- 
eral Corporation, Covina, Cali- 
fornia; John A. Blume and As-| 
sociates, San Francisco; and| 
Guy F. Atkinson Company,| 
South San Francisco. The 
new subcontract replaces a 
1961 award which covered pre- 
liminary design and site work. 


The prime contract with | 
Stanford calls for design, en- 
gineering, construction and 
related research and devel- 
opment of a $114,000,000 lin- 
ear accelerator center which 
would be a national facility. 


Work under the ABA sub- 


contract will include acceler- 
ator housing, klystron housing, 
various buildings and labora- 
tories required in the complex, 
utilities and completion of 
roads, parking areas, landscap- 
ing and other related improve- 
ments. 

When completed the center 
will be manned by about 750 
scientists, engineers and sup-

12 Strep Cases 
Found in City 
During Month 


A total of 12 cases of strepto- 
ecocus infections were report- 
ed from Menlo Park during the 
month of December, the county 
department of health and wel- 
fare reported this week in its 
regular monthly bulletin. 

There were 40 cases of the 
same infection reported from 
Redwood City during the 
month, but none from the city 
of Atherton, the report noted. 

The infectious disease re- 
port showed that during the 
month, there also were report- 
ed two cases each of chicken 
pox, gonorrhea and shigellosis 
from Menlo Park, and single 
cases of mumps, salmonellosis 
and syphilis. 

Doctors in this area reported 
a single case of hepatitis from 
Atherton during the month. 

East Palo Alto was the scene 
of identification of three cases 
each of gonorrhea and shigel- 
losis, and single cases of Ger- 
man measles, streptoccocal in- 
fection, syphilis and tubercu- 
losis. 

Woodside reported a single 
strep infection.

It was developed last sum- 
mer by Mrs. Lillian Garner, 
Oak Knoll school fifth grade 
teacher and Mrs. Katherine 
Mitchell, Encinal seventh grade 
teacher. 

“Geography textbooks of a 
few years ago are no longer 
adequate,” Fisher reported. 
“Today, we must teach not only 
traditional geography, but re- 
late it to culture and the scien- 
tific basis on which geography 
develops. 

As an example, Fisher ex- 
plained, pupils observe, first 
that water and air currents in 
the northern hemisphere are 
deflected clockwise owing to 
the earth’s rotation. 

Exploring further, the 
youngsters are then able to 
chart bands along the 
earth’s surface where deserts 
might be expected, and other 
areas where rainfall might 
be expected to be heavy. 

Moving along in the pro- 
gram, the youngsters can then 
calculate the relationship be- 
tween the growth of cultures 
and climate; the products of 
various countries also can be 
related. 

The program has attracted 
the favorable notice of the 
state department of education, 
Fisher said, and the state is 
willing to hire a geographer to 
check the acuracy of the local- 
ly-developed texts. 

However, Fisher said, to 
check the effectiveness of 
teaching under the new system, 
a large number of texts would 
have to be used in several 
school districts, so that effec- 
tiveness of teaching by the new 
method could be checked. 

Since this is expensive, he 
said, the school district has 
been encouraged to seek funds 
from some outside source, such 
as an educational foundation. 

Meantime, Fisher went on, 
achievement tests which will 
show how much _ youngsters 
actually learn under the new 


system have to be worked up, 
and texts for other grade levels 
also are being assembled.

Mrs. Marion Garcia, owner of 
Portola Valley’s La Casa Blan- 
ca restaurant, got a double vote 
of confidence last week on her 
proposed 14bed convalescent 
home. 

The San Mateo County Plan- 
ning Commission decided not 
to revoke a use permit granted 
Mrs. Garcia in May, 1960, after 
her architect convinced them 
she is proceeding to act on it. 

The commission initiated 
hearings on possible revocation 
last August after it was indi- 
cated the permit hadn’t been 
used within a year of its issu- 
ance.

Donald Smith, Mrs. Garcia’s 
architect, reported that he was 
awaiting approval of revised 
plans for the home from the 
State Department of Public 
Health. 

Mrs. Garcia, who plans to 
build the home behind the res- 
taurant at 4330 Alpine Road, 
originally applied for a 35-bed 
facility. 


Apartment Plan 
Dies, Commission 
Denies Rezoning 


Too many problems with 
traffic circulation and street 
improvement have caused the 
demise of a project to build 
apartments on dead-end Buck- 
thorn Way off El Camino Real. 

The applicant, Sidney V. 
Badger, didn’t even appear at 
last week’s final San Mateo 
County Planning Commission 
consideration of the project. 
They denied the rezoning bid 
unanimously.

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As We See It: 


New Industrial Building 
Enhances the Community 


Figures released last week indicate that construction 


Se 


_ of industrial buildings in Menlo Park is proceeding at a 


healthy pace. 


The construction industry long has been one of the 
city’s high-volume moneymakers and, with residential land 
largely built up, it is encouraging to see that builders still 
have a big field in which to operate here. 

The erection of industrial buildings has other advan- 
tages, too. While it may seem ideal to some to live in a 
“residential” community, a somewhat more logical munici- 
pal development calls for a community comprised of both 
industrial installations and homes. This provides the com- 
munity with a tax base it otherwise would not have; it also 
provides opportunities for nearby employment of the city’s 
residents. 

Traditional concepts of industry might lead us to en- 
vision vast acreages of corrugated iron sheds, tall smoke 
stacks, dirt, and yards filled with rusting machinery, but 
the modern industries which Menlo Park has attracted are 
obviously of a far different sort. Modern industry operates 
most efficiently in clean, well-arranged and attractive sur- 
roundings which enhance the community in the same way 
that attractive, well-kept residences do.

School District Finance 
Problems Will Continue 


Last week, a Menlo Park School District Budget Study 
Committee recommended that the school district seek an 
“open ended” tax rate of $2.16 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation, to be reviewed at the end of three years. 

Whether or not the district’s board of trustees will put 
this exact plan before the voters remains to be seen. 

But there are implications in the recommendation 
which bear study; whether the rate and the “open ended” 
feature are adopted, school finance problems will remain. 

In the first place, it shouldn't be necessary for the 
school district to go to the voters to seek a new permissive 
tax rate maximum every few years. No other public agency 
has to do so; no private business could operate if its oper- 
ating budget was so carefully limited with no reference to 
sales, product or rising costs. 

Next, it should be noted that there are dangers in- 
volved in the so-called “open ended” tax rate. 


Many people, including parents, are disenchanted with 
the schools because the expense of operating them shows 
up on the tax bill. There will be a tendency, at the end of 
three years, for many voters — possibly a majority — to say, 
“let’s make ‘em economize for another year. Let’s squeeze 
some of the fat out of the budget.” 


The local school district, we feel, has done a good job 
of maintaining a realistic level of costs in the face an in 
inflationary spiral and a desire to hire top people to pro- 
vide the best possible education. This has not necessarily 
been so in the case of other school districts and there are 
accounts extant of districts “going broke,” inflated expense 
accounts and a host of other misfeasances which can be 
referred to. There will be more such stories. But it would 
be unjust to find all school districts guilty by association. 

The presently recommended tax rate is low enough 
so it will assure a continuation of the local district’s finan- 
cial policy of only maintaining small reserve funds. This 
is a reflection of board of education thinking to the effect 
that taxpayerss’ money should be left in taxpayers’ pockets 
as long as possible. But it’s expensive, because the district 
has to borrow money from the county to tide itself over 
“dry spells” between receipt of major tax payments. The 
county charges interest. 

As was said at the outset, we don’t see this as the end 
of all school finance problems in the Menlo Park School 
District. And the truth of the matter is that it should never 
come up as a problem at all.

Juvenile ‘Crime’ 
Is Nothing New 


During the past several weeks this and other news- 
papers have carried accounts of juvenile “crime” in many 
parts of the south county. The activities of the youngsters 
involved have ranged from costly vandalism and grand 
theft to lesser forms of mischief. 

While we cannot condone criminality or the disrespect 
for the value and rights of property implied by such acitvi- 
ties, it ought to be pointed out that a lot more things are 
illegal nowadays, than were against the law a couple of 
generations ago. 

We've heard some of our own “elders and betters” hap- 
pily recount some of their own escapades — the tipping- 
over of outhouses, the assembly of old automobiles in up- 
stairs bedrooms, the quartering of a calf in a dormitory 
for a weekend and the like.

So while deploring juvenile crime, hoping some les- 
sons have been learned, and being grateful to our law 
enforcement officers for the success of their efforts we 
find it a little hard to be self-righteous in our declamations. 

Enough members of the present adult generation got 
“into trouble” to make it pretty unrealistic for us to lament, 
“What are the young people of today coming to?”

No Blanket Tax

The never-ending job of re- 
evaluating property in San Ma- 
eo county is going on daily, but 
taxpayers are not going to get 
the blanket increase that 
school officials have been yell- 
ing for years. 

County Assessor Ralph E. 
Woodman said there would be 
no blanket increases in any 
one section, but that the cost- 
ratio study was still in prog- 
ress and increases —- some sub- 
stantial — would be showing 
up on next year’s tax bills. 

With department heads 
now in the process of work- 
ing up their budgets for 

1963.64, the assessment in- 

crease or decrease will be 

the deciding factor in wheth- 
er we have an increase in the 
tax rate or a reduction. 

The board has lowered the 
tax rate for five years straight 
and there is every possibility 
that it will be cut again next 
year. 

The assessor said it is much 
too early to tell which way the 
final figure will go, up or 
down, but many pieces of pro- 
perty are being increased. 

Where sales and new de- 
velopments show an area 
has raised land and improve- 
ment values, the assessments 
will go up. 

On the other hand, areas 
that seem to have slipped as 
far as business is concerned or 
where area homes are selinig 
below previous highs the valu- 

Mr. Woodman refuses to go 
along with requests for an 
across - the - board assessment 
hike for all the county. He 
feels it is his duty to value 
lands and improvements strict- 
ly on their market value and 
that any other process would 
be a violation of the law. 


The county now assesses 
property at an average of 
21.4 per cent as compared to 
the state ratio of 23.8 per 
cent. This difference has 
forced the county to levy a 
special 11l-cent tax this year 
which goes to the school dis- 
tricts over and above the 
district’s own levy. 

The state assessors associa- 
tion will make attempts to 

change this new state law at 
this year’s session of the state 
legislature, but strong opposi- 
tion will come from the strong 
school lobbyists. 

Woodman said he would be 
satisfied if he can bring the 
county ratio up to 21.5 per cent 
in the next year. The state 
average is more or less set by 
Los Angeles county which has 
40 per cent of the state’s total 
assessment roll 

The ratio there is over 40 
per cent, so that forces other 
counties to increase or go 
along with the special school 
tax. The assessor said he 
would have final assessments 
ready by about May 15. 

Shortly after July 1, samp- 
ling teams from the State 
Board of Equalization will 

come into the county to make 
their tests and thus decide the 
over-all ratio for the new year. 

New construction, as usual, 
will add millions to the assess- 
ment rolls. This factor, many 
people believe, should take 

eare of all the increases that 
government or special districts 
should need. It has never work- 
ed out that way, however. 

There is some leveling off 
in the elementary school en- 
rollments in some areas, but 
high schools are now at what 
some officials think is the 
peak for the present.

Building—2 Points 


Local efforts to increase in- 
dustrial development and also 
to preserve the area's open 
space are going ahead at un- 
precented rates these days. 

Near the bay, in Menlo 
Park's industrial parks, consid- 
erable heavy construction was 
started during the past year. 

But to the west, where there 
are threats of more intensive 
development and criticism of a 
proposed Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Co. power line, efforts to 
slow down such “progress” are 
becoming increasingly mani- 
fest. 

Construction in Menlo Park’s 
two major industrial parks has 
been carefully phased -—~ a 
method possible because there 
are only two ownerships involv 
ed in the Bohannon and Kava- 
naugh Industrial parks. 

Under these circumstances 
and with the fact that busi- 
nes:es are willing to compete 
for the excellent conditions 
which prevail, it can be an- 
ticipated that high-quality 
industrial establis hments 
will continue to be construct- 
ed here for many years to 
come. 

Beyond the time when the 
present industrial parks are 
fully developed, there’s the day 


when the bayside marsh lands 
will be filled in and usable. 
Though moves are afoot to re- 
serve some of the bayside for 
recreational use, there’s still 
plenty of recoverable tideland 
area for future industries. 
Meanwhile to the west the 
ecudgels are still being waved 
by the Committee for Green 
Foothills, a volunteer organi- 
zation whose members are con- 
cerned that the backdrop to the 
west of Woodside, Portola Val- 
ley, Stanford, Los Altos and 
Los Altos Hills will be blighted 
—thus removing a major scenic 
reason why people move here. 
Though conceding that they 


lost in a recent move to get 
the county board of supervis- 
ors to disapprove of a Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company 


power line application, the 
members of the committee are 
still alert and aggressive in 
their efforts. 

The committee’s most re- 
cent “newsletier” indicates 
the group feels it can look to 
a bright future of accom- 
plishment in preserving the 
green foothills as they now 
are. 

Says the “newsletter”:

Increase 


The cost of college education 
will become more and more 
of a headache to taxpayers. 
Senator Richard Dolwig will 
ask for $7 million for a four- 
year college site in the south 
county area at this session of 
the legislature. As we grow, 
so must we pay the bills for 
more and better services. 

Assemblyman Carl A. Brit- 
schgi of Redwood City has his 
own ideas of how the schools 
can get more money, which ad- 
mittedly is needed from the 
enrollment growth but not 
from the over-all costs of 
schools. 


Britschgi has announced 
he will propose a bill that 
will increase the state sales 
tax from three to four cents 
and will make up the differ- 
ence by cutting the state in- 
come tax. The hike in sales 
tax will get a push from 
school people, undoubtedly, 
but at the same time labor 
lobbying will be just as 
strong against. 

Actually, it is just a case of 
taking the tax out of one poc- 
ket instead of other—the final 
bill will be up. We can cry all 
we will about high taxes at the 
local level, but when the state 
and federal governments get 
through with their planned 
programs as already announc- 
ed, we ain’t seen nothin’ yet. 

Sure we may get an income 
tax break at both levels but in- 
creased spending means _in- 
creased taxes whether we find 
them on utility bills, a sales 
tax on everyday purchases or 
hidden increases on all items 
considered the necessities of 
life.

Editor, the Recorder: 

Being a mother of a sophomore at Woodside High 
School and a seventh grader in a Menlo Park Elementary 
school, I am understandably interested in the Sequoia 
High School boundary discussion. Being active in various 
community organizations, I attend meetings, and meetings, 
and MEETINGS. The more listening I do at meetings, 
the more reading and evaluating 1 attempt, the more I 
realize that someone, every now and then has to stand up 


on his or her own “hind legs” and evaluate what purposes 
we are following. 


The 1962-63 motto of a well known parent, teacher 
group is “Focus on Family, Faith and Freedom.” 

I am not a crusader, just a reminder, a reminder of the 
aforementioned group and our country’s motto, “In God We 
Trust.”

Math Course 
For Parents 
At Adult School 


A new course in mathematics 
for parents is being offered at 
the Menlo-Atherton Adult 
School. The course called, 
“Topics From Modern Mathe- 
matics,” is for parents of chil- 
dren who are currently taking 
the new mathematics curricu- 
lum in grades seven through 
nine. 

The survey will be concern- 
ed with the essential topics of 
the recent curriculum changes 
employed by the SMSG texts, 
the Scott Forsman texts, the 
Ball State Program and others. 
Some of the topics to be cover- 
ed are “number bases,” 
“proof,” “patterns,” “primes,” 
and related number theory, 
“combinations” and “frac- 
tions,” 

The course is in reaponie to 
many requests by parents in 
the Menlo-Atherton area who 
have children studying the new 
materials. While the course is 
primarily designed for those 
who have children in grades 
seven through nine it will also 
be helpful to those parents 
with children in the higher 
grades. 

The initial meeting was held 
Jan. 16, from 7:30 p.m. to 9:30 
p.m. in room G-8 at Menlo-Ath- 
erton High School. Mr. Harold 
Andersen will be the instruc- 
tor. 

Clarence Wyatt, principal of 
the adult school, reports the 
program has found the great- 
est acceptance is the School 
Mathematics Study Group 
(SMSG) but all of the new 
materials are similar in their 
method and their aims. 

The SMSG group which is 
currently operating from Stan- 
ford University began in 
March, 1958, to write materials 
to update mathematics. At 
about the same time other 
groups were formed with the 
same objective. All of the ma- 
terials stress structure, under- 
standing, clear and _ precise 
terminology, discovery, and 
mathematics that is interest- 
ing. 

An attempt is made to re- 
duce rote learning and over- 
emphasis on drill.

ways. You also should include 
the major routes of access to 
the garden from the house, 
plus any existing patio areas 
or the like. 

Often you are better off if 
no outdoor livmg room exists 
at all, for planning a new one 
is always easier than making 
a misplaced one fit into your 
new plans. Try in this respect 
not to have preconceived ideas 
and try not to let preconceived 
plans influence your remodel- 
ing. It is often better to re 
‘place an old patio rather than 
to try working new plans 
around an unworkable existing 
design. 

If you draw up your own 
plans, ask yourself first what 
the essential fact of outdoor 
living involves. Isn't it a mat- 
ter of easy access from the 
thhouse? Can you imagine a 
workable living area in the 
garden if you can’t move food 
and other necessities outside 


with ease? 

Next consider the location 
with respect to other outdoor 
areas — the service yard, for 
instance, where clothes may be 
drying or where the garbage is 
kept. These things should be 
well screened off from the out- 
door living room if you are to 
relax and enjoy the good life. 

Planting is all-important, of 
course, but unless you know 
your plants pretty well you'll 
need the advice of a nursery- 
man. Once you’ve roughed out 
the basic design, then step out 
of the picture yourself and let 
an expert take over. By all 
means, let him know what 
things you like in the garden, 
but let him figure how to work 
them in. 

Where you can be your own 
plant adviser is in the use of 
of tubbed material. Anything 
grows in a tub in California — 
or almost anything — and such 
treatment permits you to fea- 


ture your favorite shrubs and 
trees when they are at their 
best. 

An indication of what grows 
well in tubs would include the 
various bamboos available, 
especially the Golden Bamboo 
and, where frost is at a mini- 
mum, the strikingly attractive 
Black Bamboo. Another tub 
bed beauty is the Bird of Para- 
dise shrub, which produces its 
exotic blooms for well over 
half the year. This is at its best 
in the Los Angeles area, but 
gardeners elsewhere in the 
state will be pleasantly sur- 
prised to find how easily it 
grows. 

Conifers such as the Japa- 
nese Black Pine or dwarf Mug- 
ho Pine are choice specimens 
for tubbing and so are azaleas, 
camellias and other ornamen- 
tals. The many wonderful vari- 
eties of geranium provide col- 
or through the seasons and so, 
too, do marguerites.
